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Constitution and By-Laws 



ARTICLE I 



NAME AND OBJECT 

Section i. This Club shall be called 
the Caxton Club. 

Section 2. Its object shall be the lit- 
erary study and promotion of the arts 
pertaining to the production of books. 
Within the scope of such object may 
come the occasional publishing of books 
designed to illustrate, promote, and en- 
courage these arts, and the acquisition, 
furnishing and maintenance of suitable 
Club rooms for the safe-keeping of the 
property of the Club, in which rooms 
meetings, lectures, and exhibitions relat- 
ing to the object of the Club may take 
place from time to time. 
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ARTICLE II 

ORIGIN AND MEMBERSHIP 

Section i. This Club is founded bj^

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Constitution 
ARTICLE III 

GOVERNMENT 

Section i. The government and 
management of this Club is entrusted to 
a Board of Directors, composed of fifteen 
of its resident members, which shall be 
known as the Council, and shall exercise 
the usual powers of a board of directors, 
in accordance- with the Act under which 
this Club is incorporated. 

Section 2. The Directors named in 
the certificate of incorporation shall hold 
office for one year from the date of said 
incorporation ; on the first Saturday of 
February, 1896, there shall be held an 
annual meeting of all the members of the 
Qub, at which meeting members of the 
Council shall be balloted for, whose term 
of office shall commence one year from 
the date of said incorporation, to take the 
place of the present Directors. The said 
persons so elected shall be balloted for in 
three equal classes. The first class shall 
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hold office until the first Saturday of 
February, 1897, or until its successor be 
elected ; the second class shall hold office 
until the first Saturday in February, 1898, 
or until its successor be elected; and the 
third class shall hold office until the first 
Saturday of February, 1899^ or until its 
successor be elected ; and thereafter, at 
each annual meeting of the Club, five 
members shall be elected by ballot as 
members of the Council, to replace the 
outgoing class, whose term of office shall 
be three years. 

Section 3. Members to fill vacancies 
which may occur in any of the classes, in 
the interim between any two regular 
elections, shall be appointed by the Pres- 
ident, subject to confirmation by the 
Council. They shall hold office until the 
next regular election. 

Section 4. A majority of all the votes 
cast shall be necessary to the election or 
confirmation of a member of the Council, 
either to a place in the incoming class or 
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to fill a vacancy in either of the other 
•classes. 

Section 5. No member shall be eligi- 
ble for election to the Council unless his 
name shall have been posted as a candi- 
date in a conspicuous place in the Club 
for at least ten days before the election. 



ARTICLE IV 

POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 

Section i. The Council shall elect 
annually from its own number a Presi- 
dent, a Vice-President, a Secretary, a 
Treasurer, and a Librarian, who shall 
hold office until the first Saturday of 
the succeeding February, and until their 
successors are elected ; and no perscm 
shall continue to be such President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, or 
Librarian after he shall have ceased to 
be a member of the Council. 

Section 2. The Council shall appoint 
from its own number an Auditing Com- 
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mittee of three, whose duty it shall be 
to audit the accounts of the Treasurer 
semi-annually, and report to the Council 
the accounts audited and allowed since 
its previous report; and such other 
Committees as to the Council may seem 
desirable. No member of the House 
Committee shall be appointed a member 
of the Auditing Committee, nor shall 
any member of the Auditing Committee 
be appointed a member of the House 
Committee. 

Section 3. The Council shall have 
power to admit, by ballot, candidates for 
admission to membership in the Club. 
Two ballots cast in the negative shall 
exclude any candidate. 

Section 4. The Council shall have 
power to expel or suspend any member 
of the Club by a seven vote, one month's 
previous notice in writing having been 
personally given to the member, with a 
copy of the charges preferred against him. 

Section 5. The Council shall have 
power to prescribe rules for the admis- 
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sion of strangers and for the use of the 
Club by members. 

Section 6. The Council shall have 
power to remit penalties for the acci- 
dental violation of the Constitution and 
By-Laws. 

Section 7. The Council shall make 
rules for its own government. 

ARTICLE V 

THE PRESIDENT 

Section i. The President, and in his 
absence the Vice-President, shall pre- 
side at the meetings of the Club, or of the 
Council. 

ARTICLE VI 

THE TREASURER 

Section i. The Treasurer shall col- 
lect all entrance fees and all dues, and 
shall keep the accounts of the Club, and 
report thereon at each regular meeting 
of the Council. He shall pay bills only 
on the certificate of their correctness 
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by the Qiainnan» or by a majority of 
the m^bers of each of the standing 
committees of the Council. The Treas- 
urer shall not be a member of the House 
Committee or of the Auditing Committee. 
Section 3. The Treasurer shall re- 
port to the Club, at each annual meeting, 
the financial condition of the Qub, with 
the estimate for the current year, which 
report and estimate shall be printed and 
distributed by mail to members at least 
seven days before such annual meeting. 

ARTICLE VII 

THE SECRETARY 

Section i. The Secretary shall give 
notice of all meetings of the Club and of 
the Council, and shall keep the minutes 
of such meetings. He shall conduct the 
correspondence and keep the records of 
the Club. He shall furnish to the Treas- 
urer the names of all persons admitted to 
membership of the Club, and shall notify 
such persons of their admission.

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ARTICLE VIII 

THE LIBRARIAN 

Section i. The Librarian shall have 
the charge and disposition of all the 
books, papers, and manuscripts of the 
Club, and shall, with the concurrence of 
the Council, provide for their purchase,, 
acceptance, and safe-keeping. 

Section 2. The Librarian shall have 
power to appoint from the Club at large 
special committees upon the affairs of 
the Library, subject to confirmation of 
the Council. He shall also have power 
to require such committees, from time to 
time, to report to him concerning their 
actions, which reports shall be referred 
to the Council. 

ARTICLE IX 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section i. The active members of 
this Club shall be divided into two 
classes, — Resident and Non-Resident 
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Members. The number of Resident and 
Non-Resident Members shall be as fixed 
by the Council from time to time. Non- 
Resident Members shall be those who 
reside during the whole year more than 
fifty miles from the city of Chicago. The 
Council may also elect Honorary Foreign 
Corresponding Members, and the Club 
may, at each annual meeting, elect one 
Honorary Member, by a unanimous 
vote. 

Section 2. Candidates for member- 
ship must be men of known devotion to 
the objects of the Club ; must be twenty- 
one or more years of age ; and must be 
proposed and seconded by two members, 
in their own handwriting, in a book kept 
for that purpose, at least ten days previ- 
ous to action by the Council, and their 
names be posted in a conspicuous place 
in the club-room for the same length of 
time. 

Section 3. No candidate for mem- 
bership shall be balloted for unless a 
letter, written on his behalf by his pro- 
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poseur or seconder, shall have been laid 
before the Council. 

Section 4. A second ballot, upon the 
election of a proposed member, shall be 
taken at any time before the adjourn- 
ment of a meeting, upon the motion of a 
single member of the Council. 

ARTICLE X 

ENTRANCE FEES AND YEARLY DUES 

Section i. The entrance fees shall 
be, for Resident Members, Twenty Dol- 
lars, and for Non-Resident Members, Fif- 
teen Dollars, until the Resident Member- 
ship shall have reached One Hundred, 
when the entrance fees shall be, for Resi- 
dent Members, Forty Dollars, and for 
Non-Resident Members, Twenty Dollars, 
if payment of the entrance fee is not made 
within thirty days after notice of election 
shall have been given, either to the can- 
didate or his proposer or seconder, the 
election shall be void. 

Section 2. The yearly dues shall be, 
for Resident Members, Fifteen Dollars, 
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and for Non-Resident Members, Ten 
Dollars, payable on the first day of Feb- 
ruary in each year. 

Section 3. Honorary Members diall 
not be required to pay either entrance 
fees or yearly dues. 

ARTICLE XI 

MEETINGS OF THE CLUB 

Section i. There shall be a meeting 
of the Club on the first Saturday of Feb- 
ruary in each year, at such hour as the 
Council shall designate. 

Section 2. Upon the written request 
of ten members the President shall call 
a special meeting of the Club to consider 
a special subject or subjects, of which 
meeting and of which subject or subjects 
ten days* notice shall be given to all 
members. 

Section 3. One fifth of all the Resi- 
dent Members of the Club shall consti- 
tute a quorum at any meeting of the 
Club.

Constitution 
ARTICLE XII 

MEETINGS OF THE COUNCIL 

Section i. The Council shall meet 
once a month, at such hour and place as 
It may designate, excepting the months 
of June, July, August, and September. 
Special meetings may be called by order 
of the President, or of a majority of the 
House Committee. 

Section 2. Five of the members of 
the Council shall constitute a quorum. 
The absence of one of the members of 
the Council from three consecutive regu- 
lar meetings shall be considered equal to 
his resignation as a member, unless such 
excuse in writing be made as shall be 
satisfactory to the Council. 

Section 3. In no case, when a reso- 
lution has been passed at a meeting of 
the Council affecting the relations of a 
member of the Club, shall such resolution 
be reviewed, acted upon, or rescinded 
at a subsequent meeting, without 
notice in writing being sent by the Sec* 
retary to each member of the Council, at 
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least ten days before the meeting, that 
such previous action will be brought up 
for review or reconsideration. 

ARTICLE XIII 

STANDING COMMITTEES 

Section i. The Council shall elect, 
at its first meeting after each annual 
meeting, three of its members to act as a 
House Committee, whose duty it shall be 
to receive and act upon complaints 
and suggestions of members, reporting 
monthly to the Council. 

Section 2. The Council shall in like 
manner elect six of its members to act as 
a Committee on Publications, whose duty 
shall be, subject to the directions of the 
Council, to supervise all publications 
issued by the Club, reporting monthly to 
the Council. The Committee on Publi- 
cations may, from time to time, add to its 
own number, for a temporary purpose, 
other members of the Club as advisory 
members of such Committee. 
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Section 3. The authority of the Com- 
mittees to contract debts shall proceed 
only from the Council. 

ARTICLE XIV 

AMENDMENTS AND ALTERATIONS 

Section i. Amendments to the Con- 
stitution or By-Laws may be made at an^i 
monthly meeting of the Council by a 
vote of eight; alterations of any rule oi 
the Council, by a majority vote. 

Section 2. Notice of proposed amend-^ 
ments to the Constitution or By-Laws^ 
or alteration of the rulesi shall be fur- 
nished to the Secretary at least twenty 
days before the meeting at which it is 
proposed to consider them, and as Secre- 
tary he shall cause the same to be printed 
and distributed to the members of the 
Council ten days before the meeting. 

ARTICLE XV 
notices 
Section i. A member may inscribe 
in a book, to be kept by the Secretary, a

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mail address for notices prescribed or 
directed by the Constitution or By-Laws. 
In the absence of such inscription, such 
notices shall be served by depositing 
them in the Club letter-box, addressed 
to him, and he shall be held to have 
received them ten days after they are so 
mailed or deposited. 

ARTICLE XVI 

PENALTIES 

Section i. Any member who shall 
fail to pay any amount due to the Club 
exceeding Five Dollars (excepting the 
yearly dues) for one month after personal 
service of a notice of the indebtedness 
and a request to pay the same shall, 
upon the facts being presented to the 
Council, cease to be a member, subject to 
the provisions of Section 6 of Article IV. 

Section 2. Any member who shall 
fail to pay the yearly dues for two 
months after the first day of February 
shall thereupon thereby be suspended 
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from the Club and not entitled to any of 
the Club privileges; and in case such 
dues shall remain unpaid for one month 
thereafter, or for three months in all 
from the first day of February, he shall 
thereupon thereby cease to be a member- 
all subject to the provisions of Section 6 
of Article IV. 

ARTICLE XVII 

REMOVALS 

Section i. Resident Members who 
intend to reside more than fifty miles 
from the city of Chicago for one or more 
calendar years may, on giving notice to 
the Treasurer and Secretary, be trans- 
ferred to the list of Non-Resident Mem- 
bers during such year or years of ab- 
sence. Non-Resident Members who be- 
come Resident Members, and shall have 
not paid the entrance fee of a Resident 
Member, shall pay the difference between 
the entrance fees of the two classes. 
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ARTICLE XVIII 

CONSTRUCTION OF CONSTITUTION AND 
RULES 

Section i. In respect to all ques- 
tions of construction of the Constitution 
and By-Laws, the decision of the Council 
shall control and be binding. 

ARTICLE XIX 

POWERS OF COMMITTEES, ETC. 

Section i. The House Committee is 
authorized to manage the Club rooms, and 
to regulate prices ; to contract monthly 
for the Club debts, in the aggregate not 
exceeding a sum to be designated by the 
Council ; to receive and redress com- 
plaints ; and to hire and dismiss all em- 
ployees—all subject to the supervision 
of the Council.
